Many Brilliant Rushes Were Made 
By Both Teams. 

For the second time in the annals 

of history, the students of McGill had 
the pleasure and privilege of witness- 
ing a hockey match between R.V.C. 
and Macdonald College on the Cam- 
pus Rink. As on that other momen- 
tous occasion lust year, when the R. 
V. Ç. carried off the honors of the 
day In an overwhelming manner, the 
boards were lined with eager and en- 
thusiastic crowds of spectators. The 
Macdonald girls, due to delay on the 
line, were late in arriving, but the 
teams reached the rink shortly after 
twelve, and wasted no time in arm- 
ing themselves for the conflict. For- 
tunately the ice was in fairly good 
condition, save for a few bumps, dus 
to the recent rain. 

The game was played In three per- 
iods, two of fifteen minutes, and one 
of ten minutes, .it 12.15 the whistle 
blew; the puck was faced, and swept 
toward the Macdonald goal. But the 
defences were immediately on to it, 
and carried It to the other end. Back 
and forth It travelled for the first 
ten minutes. The play on both sides 
was somewhat erratic, and no bril- 
liant rushes were made. Then Mac- 
donald took the initiative, and Miss 
D. Campbell (Mac), shot the flrat 
goal for the green and gold. This 
seemed to put the teams on thalr 
mettle, and they settled down to more 
serious work. Miss F. MacLarcn made 
one or two splended rushes on the 
Macdonald goal, pursued by halt the 
opposing team, but she. was effec- 
tively checked by their defence. Miss 
Clbbs, after one of her spectacular 
rushes down the ice, finally netted a 
goal for R.V.C. 

In the second period the play be- 
came much faster, and the R. V. C. 
showed up their good team _work. 
Macdonald's individual play was ex-« 
client, but the girls in the red and 
white seemed to work better combina- 
tion. The passing was swift and ac- 
curate, but the R. V. C. shots went 
wild, or were batted Into the corner 
by the Macdonald defence. Special- 
ly conspicuous were tho rushes of 
Miss Doris Campbell (R.V.C.), and her 
pusses to Misa F. MacLaren in the 
centre; also tho effectual checking of 
the two wings, Misses O. Craik and I. 
Robertson. The only goal of the per- 
iod, however, was notched by Miss 

D. Campbell, for Macdonald. 

When the whistle sounded at the 
beginning of the third period, tho 
score stood 2—1 In Macdonald's fa- 
vor, and the R. V. C. team took 
their places on the ice determined ut 
all costs to score at least another 
goal. This period showed up Mac- 
donald in some of their most spec- 
tucular work — Miss D. Campbell 
(Mac), making many brilliant rushes 
and many strong and accurate shots, 
which only failed to pile up Macdon- 
ald's score by the exceptionally ef- 
fective work of the R. V. C. goal- 
tender. Miss E. Sangster. 

She was right on hand with the 
pads, and her stick, and Macdonald, 
in spite of their descrying efforts, 
fulled to score. The R. V. C. team, 
however, scored another .point • when 
Miss F. MacLaren, after receiving a 
clever pass from Miss M. Glbbs, 
notched a pretty one. 

So when tho time-keeper's whistle 
blew, the final score waB 2—2. Mac- 
donald had shown brilliant individual 
r.iay, with a strong forward line. Tho 
R. V. C. team as a whole showed 
better team play, perhaps, with a 
stronger defence. 

The thankB of the R. V. C. Ath- 
letic Association ore due to Mr. Cas- 
sidy, who very kindly acted as coach, 
for it was largely through his un- 
tiring efforts and very efficient work 
that the team was ablo to make so 
good a showing in the games with 
Macdonald.

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SUMMER READINOS. 



In the Arts Faculty at least, last spring brought a renewed ac- 
tivity with regard to "summer readings." A new clause in the 
1917-18 calendar announces that all students "arc required to sup- 
plement the work of the session by a certain amount of general 
reading. . . . The readings are to be chosen from the list post- 
'otl on the notice boards of the college, and must be submitted to 
the Dean's office for approval and record before the end of the 
session." This regulation seems at first to be reasonable enough. 
The term at MeOill is comparatively short, and it is only to be ex- 
pected that students should make a point of reading good litera- 
ture during the long vacation. But the Faculty seems to have 
spoiled a sound principle by putting it in the form of u regulation. 
Instead of permitting students to read the books recommended from 
time to time in every class, they are required to possess a detailed 
knowledge of a number of prescribed, readings. By "requiring" 
students to spend their vacation reading books which do not inter- 
est them, the authorities make a serious mistake. In the first 
place, the books usually chosen are enough to damp the ardour of 
the most enthusiastic student, and in the second place students will 
derive most benefit from their vacation if their spare hours are 
used in following up a topic which has particularly interested them 
in the preceding term. It very often happens that a passing re- 
mark by a professor awakens interest on the part of a student, 
who makes a note of books recommended on the subject, intending 
to read them at the earliest possible opportunity. There is one 
chance in a thousand that he will have time to read them during 
the term. The only other opportunity is the summer vacation, and 
now this has been provided for by a number of "Summer Read- 
ings." He maj', of course, do both in his holiday, but from, our 
knowledge of the student, and our recollection of the readings pre- 
scribed, wc are led to the conclusion that the average student 'will 
read what he has to, and then give up the whole business in dis- 
gust. . 

The very fact that a certain book is compulsory makes the 
reading of it work rather than pleasure, and destroys all chance 
of further investigation by the student on the subject involved.

Picture the thrill of the first flight 
with the instructor; then the feeling 
of power that gradually begins to 
come as the control of the machine 
is more) and more taken over; the 
exasperation and then the Joy as the 
all-difficult work of landing is con- 
quered; finally the exultation of the 
first soaring aloft, alone. Bit by bit 
the airman stretches out his wings, 
flying a little further, a little longer, 
a little higher each day, until he feelb 
himself master of Ihe air. Then with 
a 30-mile cross-country flight' and a 
10,000-foot altitude test, he 1» J>rovo3 
—a Reserve Military Aviator find h 
commissioned officer in America's Air 
Army, wearing the coveted wings and 
shield of, Uncle Sam. 

One step remulns. Final training 
in evolution, in squudron formation, 
and In battlo pracUco is given, in 
France, on the up-to-the-mln- 
u to machines under seasoned French 
ulrmen, in the actual atmosphere ot 
buttle. At its conclusion, the aviator 
is trained as highly as it is possible 
to train him, is; awarded his Junior 
Military Aviator brevet, promoted one 
grade, and is ready whenever duty 
calls him. 

This is man's work. It requires 
physique, brains, and concentration. 
It is worked out upon the principle 
of complete mastery of every step be- 
fore another step is taken. It is sur- 
rounded with every precaution of 
safety, as la shown by the fact that 
not a dozen fatal air accidents have 
occurred among ull the hundreds of 
men trained. It requires the highest 
type of college men, not more men, but 
better men.— Minnesota Dally.

TRAINING U. S. AIRMEN. 



The training of America's new air- 
men Is one of the most scientific and 
the most fascinating courses of study 
ever evolved. It has every need to 
be fcclentlflc because It provides a 
general knowledge of the world's 
newest sciences; it has every cer- 
tainly of being fascinating because it 
toes far into the mysteries of flight, 

. of wireless, of codes, of reconnais- 
sance. It is stimulated all the way 
through, moreover, by that irresist- 
ible urge of national service and by 
the knowledge that every bit of added 
Hklll gained will return with Interest 
in one of those forthcoming crises 
In the skies of France. 

The course is divided into three 
distinct steps, — the ground schools, th* 
flying schools in this country, and the 
f.nal advanced flying schools abroad. 
This has been necessary because it 
provides an admirable means of mea- 

' suring the men and rapidly and log- 
ically sifting out the unfit; and also 
because it allows the greatest mobili- 
zation of resources,— "the big univer- 
sities in this country for the prelim- 
inary technical work, the new flying 
field; here with America's good train- 
ing planes, and the wonderful schools 
abroad with their supply of fighting 
planes and seasoned pilots and their 
atmosphere of battle. Under this sys- 
tem Americans are assured of a com- 
posite course based upon the best of 
everything gained in three years of 
warfare abroad, and are not held back 
by the original lack of facilities. 

Immediately a cadet is called into 
active service he Is directed to a 
"Ground School" at one cf the eight 
large Engineering Universities which 
have placed their resources at thS 
service of the Government. Here the 
student aviator is under military dis- 



cipline, but with all the comforts, tho 
facilities and the atmosphere of col- 
lege life. 

The purpose of this work Is two- 
fold: First and most important it 
provides a fundamental knowledge of 
the principles of all the sciences of 
aviation, which gives a rock-bottom 
full win l on to a cadet's training. Soc- 
ond it quickly uncovers those who, 
both for the good of the service and 
of themselves, should not go further. 

The cadets here learn how to take 
an engine, a machine-gun, or a plane 
apart and put it together again. They 
becomo so familiar with the mechan- 
isms they will soon be using as to 
have an instinctive mastery of them 
No one of them will be allowed to go 
up into the air until he understands 
every phase of the machine under- 
neath him. He will then have all the 
confidence that an expert horseman 
has in his favorite mount. 

Wireless and the Morse code are 
also mastered so that the men can talit 
to their guns from the air as they 
would through a telephone. Then 
they are set at "spotting," looking 
down upon an exact reproduction of 
a part of the front and wirelessing 
back tho location of flashes made to 
represent bursting shells. Aerial pho- 
tography, reconnaissance, air tactics, 
and the like are also studied, and 
military drill, calisthenics, and army 
regulations mastered. By the end of 
eight weeks the cadet is thoroughly 
"grounded" in aviation and assured, at 
far as it is humanly possible to givo 
assurance, that he Is prepared to go 
off the ground. 

Then come the flying schools. It 
Is not possible— for military reasons — 
to describe them In detail. It can 
be said, however, that the size of 
those schools would be startling to 
the uninitiated, who would see in them 



THE ART OF 8KI-INO. 



I havo decided to publish the fol- 
lowing advice for the benefit of thoso 
of my readers who have not as yet 
attempted skl-ing, but are contem- 
plating doing so. If you are going 
to ski, may bo going to ski, or shall 
be about to bo going to ski, you will 
find here much helpful information 
by which you can guide your future 
feat. 

When the skis are first placed on 
your feet, your friend will probably 
tie the straps rather loosely "to pre- 
vent a twisted ankle while falling," 
as he will explain. You will find 
plenty of opportunity to prove his 
words. 

Your first pleasure will arise when 
your companions decide to turn at 
right angles to the course they have 
been pursuing. You will, without the 
least difficulty, manage to place one 
ski upon tho other and, after swaying 
for a few seconds, will fall Ignomlnl- 
oùsly on the snow. To obtain the 
best results, this should bo attempt- 
ed whllo scaling tho side of a hill, 
as there will then be the added sen- 
sation of falling backwards as well 
as down, and if you are very suc- 
cessful, you may manage to roll a 
part of the way down the hill, before 
coming to a stop. 

There are many other ways of fall- 
ing which I found equally effective. 
One that I can especially recommend 
in attempting to slide down a hill with 
one ski in a well used track and the 
other on the soft snow. As one foot 
will travel faster than the other, this 
Is a splendid and certain method of 
obtaining a fall. I will mention only 
one or two more — you will find a 
dozen additional ones in i your first 
five minutes. Your friends will tell 
you to assume a crouching posture, 
as your speed increases while ski- 
ing downhill. I find this procures an 
excellent fall If you lean forwards 
while crouching. It has the added 
charm of causing a fall on the head 
rather than the back, and this devel- 
ops possibilities for tangling up your 
feet, previously undreamt of. To give 
one more example — I find crossing a 
fence, log, etc., to open up new worlds 
of delight to the novice. Ihls is done 
by sidling up to the obstruction In 
crab fashion. One foot is raised gin- 
gerly in the air and transported to 
the other side, then you balance on it 
while attempting a similar manoeuvre 
with the remaining foot. In ninrs 
cases out of ten the fall thus procur- 
ed is all that could be desired.

I understand that they 
(•re all used either m the cities, the 
military liases or at the front. 

Dur old Y. M. O. A. headquarters 
wore owned by Napoleon III., nephew 
of the great Napoleon. It was cer- 
tainly a beaut if ui place. The asso- 
ciation quarters were on the third 
ant! fourth floors. I wish you could 
hi.ve seen the centre chandelier. I 
guess without exagreratlon that there 
must be a thousand glass tassels. It 
was the most wonderful piece of de- 
coration 1 have ever seen in a hou"e. 
i'he furniture wa« beautiful, and the 
lnvge drawing hall was used for the 
recreation and reading room. 

Every store, ca!V, and even tobac 
co stores close in Paris each night at 
9 o'clock. The other night we could 
seo flying machines flying over the 
city, and occasionally wc coulù he.ir 
tuem. 

Theodore Roosevelt, Jr.'s, wife has 
charge of one of the canteens at 
headquarters. It l-.eeps four women 
bufcy all the time, besides two women 
washing dishes. Mrs. Roosevelt 
teucheB a class in French; The other 
nlglit she coached me about 15 min- 
utes after class on how to say enough 
French to open a bank account. 

Our new post Is an aviation camp. 
It is nine miles from a town of an;i 
bIzo, so you seo how isolated I am 
When I arrived 1 immediately report- 
ed to the commanding officer, who. is 
a young major, and a fine fellow; In 
fact, the officers are a splendid bunch 
of men. Theodore Roosevelt's young- 
est son is a first lieutenant here, and 
is an experienced aviator. 

We have ' arranged several good 
times for the boys. Thursday night 
we had our first "stunt night." First 
they pulled off two boxing matches, 
then clog dancing, eolos, story telling, 
piano solos and several recitations. 
Last night we had a "mock trial." Had 
one of the sergeants arrested for 
hanging around the officers' mess. 
Our building was crowded, and It 
was a finely arranged programme 
Judge, court, Jury, officers and law 
yers did their parts in fine style. 

We have our basketball court ready, 
and the boys are toklng a great in- 
terest in the league we are forming. 
We will havo to play evenings under 
an arc-light. 

• We have arranged to havo one ol 
the largest association plants right 
here. Our first building will ac- 
commodate 3,000 men. Tho buildings 
are to be double sections, with bil- 
liard rooms large enough for four bil- 
liard tables, cafe and lunch room, 
concert hall, classrooms, bedrooms, 
kitchen and mess hall. We will De 
able to s'heltcr «,00D men at one time, 
j I wish you could look in now and 
seo the boys writing letters. The 
camp censor said ho knew the Y. M 
C. A. had opened up because of tho 
extra letters that the boys were writ- 
ing. 

The other night I was brought out 
of "my sound sleep to find my place, 
overrun by a crowd of men Just com- 
ing Into camp, with no placé to sleep 
so they put them In my "hun." They 
proved to be a splendid bunch, mostly 
college men, who came over on tha 
Rallie. 

Our 'canteen Is doing a thriving 
business. We have already sold 1,600 
truiics' worth of goods, and after the 
next pay day, which comes very soon, 
our soles will double. — HARRY A.

DAY PROPOSED TO REQI8TER. 



The fifst step toward actual regis- 
tration of wealth in the country will 
be announced soon. Representative 
Howard of Georgia, has drawn a 
measure authorizing the commissioner 
of Internal revenue to name a day on 
which all people In the country sub- 
ject to Income tax shall register tho 
total of their moneyed possessions and 
other tax law. 

"While the first purpose of my 
bill," says Mr. Howard. "Is to hit tho 
income tax dodgers, the registration 
It provides would be basis for con- 
scription of wealth in exactly tho 
same manner that we have drafted 
men. If fhe war lasts much longer, 
we must conscript wealth, for this' Is 
the only fair way to distribute the 
financial burden. Secretary McAdoo 
has estimated that the registration 
would Increase the revenue $300,000,000 
a year, and the plan has the hearty 
approval of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

"Every person subject to the In- 
come tax must register, with penal- 
ties for failure to do so Just as se- 
vere as those Imposed by the draft 
law. The registration would not re- 
luire the registrant to state his in- 
come, but immediately after registra- 
tion he would be sent the income tax 
blank. 

"The Government Is very severe 
with the slackers and deserters from 
military service, and I fail to see why 
we should be more tender with the 
rich who are slacking. So far we 
have held dollars more precious than 
lives. If the bill will save $300,000;- 
000 a year, as Secretary McAdoo said, 
think what a burden this will remove 
from coming generations.- 

"And it won't add one bit , of hard- 
ship to the holiest business man. It 
will Just round up the money slack- 
ers. There is not a thing in the bill 
the honest business man can object 
to."— Christian Science Monitor.

REASONS AGAINST VIVISECTION 
PLAN. 

In view of the Impending Ued Cross 
drive for funds and in answer to the 
cable message from tho Red Cross 
medical staff in France to the effect 
that any one endeavoring to stop the 
use of Red Cross funds for vivisec- 
tion purposes is in reality giving aid 
and comfort to the enemy, the Cali- 
fornia Antl-Vivlsection Society, as a 
member of the Federated Anti-Vivl- 
sectlon Society of the United States, 
has Issued a statement, giving six 
specific reasons why Red Cross funds 
should not be diverted to the purpose 
mentioned. It rends as follows: 

First, that several hundred thous- 
and contributors to the Réd Cross 
would havo refrained from so giving 
had they thought that ono penny 
would be used for vlvlsc'ctlôn.' 

Second, that the splendid organi- 
zation, v/hoso motto is "Neutrality 
and Humanity," is being used as a 
camouflage to further tho particular 
ethics of a school of medicine, there- 
by creating class distinction, which 
is fundamentally and constitutionally 
wrong. 

Third, that such a procedure Is un- 
precedented, unwarranted and ille- 
gal; that the charter rights of tho 
Red Cross confer no such pov/er to 
vivisect, and contains no express 
power to establish and maintain a 
research bureau of any kind. 

Fourth, that the spirit of the Red 
Cross is being violated and exploited 
by a propaganda that is distinctly ob- 
noxious and abhorrent to millions of 
American citizens and will tend to di- 
vert financial assistance from this 
noble organization. N 

Fifth, that the charge recently 
cabled from the medical staff in 
France to the Associated Pr"ess of 
America "that any one endeavoring 
to stop this work (I.e., vivisection by 
the use of Red Cross funds) is in re- 
ality giving comfort and aid to the 
enemy," Is thought by many to be a 
childish and puerile attack upon tlte 
loyalty and morale of a mighty host 
of American citizens. 

Sixth, that the true pro-German Ji 
not the citizen or antl-vivisectionlst, 
who, because of love for the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, refuses to see Its 
great and glowing principles made 
subservient to the American Medical 
Association. "If the Red Cross move- 
ment is wise, it will purge its ranks 
of these pro-German vlvisectors, who 
have every intention of vivisecting the 
antl-vlvlsectlonlsts In every possible 
way they can, and, of course, all in 
the Interest of liberty, of freedom of 
thought and of patriotism. — Christian 
Science Monitor.
